INTRODUCTION 

T he marquis de Lafayette 
was undoubtedly one of the 
most outstanding men of his 
time, and clearly the most beloved 
of all foreign citizens to the Ameri- 
can people. A short summary of his 
contributions in behalf of liberty 
loving Americans and Frenchmen, 
will help illustrate why and when 
many of the medals in the following 
list were issued. 


Marie Joseph Paul Yves Roch Gil- 
bert du Motier Lafayette was born 
at the Chateau of Chavaniac in 
Auvergne on Sept. 6, 1757, this being 
the two hundredth anniversary of 
his birth. His family dated from the 
thirteenth century as one branch of 
the Motier family. His father was 
killed at Minden in 1759, and at the 
age of 13 he became an orphan with 
a princely fortune. At 16 he mar-

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ried Marie Adrienne Frangoise de 
Noailles. 

Lafayette entered the Guards and 
was a captain of dragoons when the 
English colonies in America pro- 
claimed their independence. He 
afterv^ards stated in his memoirs 
“at the first news of this quarrel my 
heart was enrolled in it.“ Through 
the efforts of Silas Deane, American 
agent in Paris, on Dec. 7, 1776 
arrangements were made for La- 
fayette to enroll in the American 
army as a major general. However, 
the news of grave disasters to Amer- 
ican arms alarmed his friends who 
urged him to remain in France. 
Even Franklin and Arthur Lee, the 
American envoys urged him to re- 
main, and the king himself forbade 
his leaving. At the insistence of the 
British ambassador at Versailles, 
the ship Lafayette was fitting at 
Bordeaux was seized and the young 
marquis arrested. The ship, how- 
ever, was sent to a port in Spain, 
and Lafayette escaped in disguise, 
landed in Georgetown, S. C. and pre- 
sented himself at Philadelphia. 

This young lad of 19, with only 
the barest knowledge of English, 
presented himself to Congress, with 
Deane’s authority to request a com- 
mission of the highest rank after 
the commander-in-chief. He imme- 
diately realized the difficulties in- 
volved and offered to serve as a 
volunteer. On July 31, 1777 Congress 
passed a resolution that his services 
be accepted, and that, in considera- 
tion of his zeal, illustrious family 
and connections, he have the rank 
and commission of an American 
major general. The next day he 
met Washington and became his 
lifelong friend. His first battle was 
at Brandywine on September 11, 
where he was wounded. Soon there- 
after, he secured what he most de- 
sired, the command of a division. 
Though the commander of a divi- 
sion, he never had many troops in 
his charge. In the early months of 
1778 he commanded troops in prepa- 
ration for the expedition against 
Canada. His retreat from Barren 
Hill (May 28, 1778) was commended 
as masterly, and he fought at the 
battle of Monmouth (June 28), and 


received formal recognition of his 
services from Congress. 

On the signing of the treaties of 
commerce and defensive alliance be- 
tween America and France, on Feb. 
6, 1778, and the immediate declara- 
tion of war by England against the 
latter, Lafayette asked leave to re- 
visit France and consult his king as 
to the further direction of services. 
He was received with enthusiasm 
and made a colonel in the French 
cavalry on Jan. 11, 1779. 

He was absent from America for 
about six months, and on his return 
he served in his last battle in this 
country, that of Yorktown. His 
return to France occasioned his 
participation in the planning of an 
expedition to the British West 
Indies, but this was terminated by 
the treaty of Jan. 20, 1783. He had 
been promoted in 1781 to the rank of 
marechal de camp (brigadier gen- 
eral) in the French army. His next 
visit to the United States was in 
1784 as guest of the nation. 

He took his seat in the French 
Assembly of Notables in 1787, and 
he alone demanded, and he alone 
signed the demand, that the king 
convoke the states general, making 
him a leader of the French revolu- 
tion. In 1789 he was elected to the 
states general. He was chosen vice 
president of the National Assembly, 
and on July 11, 1789, presented a 
declaration of rights modeled on 
Jefferson’s declaration of 1776. On 
July 15, the second day of the new 
regime, he was acclaimed colonel 
general of the new National Guard 
of Paris. He proposed the combina- 
tion of the colors of Paris, red and 
blue, and the royal white, into the 
tricolor cockade. His history, for 
the succeeding three years until the 
end of the constitutional monarchy 
in 1792, is largely the history of 
France. 

In the Constituent Assembly he 
pleaded for abolition of arbitrary 
imprisonment, for religious toler- 
ance, for establishment of trial by 
jury, for freedom of the press, for 
popular representation, for gradual 
emancipation of slaves, for abolition 
of titles of nobility, and suppression 
of privileged orders. He refused 
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supreme command of the National 
Guard in Feb., 1790, and took a 
prominent part in the first celebra- 
tion of Bastille day on July 14, 1790. 
After suppressing an emeute (insur- 
rection), he resigned in April, 1791 
but was compelled to retain his com- 
mission. On the occasion of the 
proclamation of the constitution on 
Sept. 18, 1791 he retired to private 
life. 

When an attack was planned 
against Austria, Lafayette was 
placed in command of one of the 
three armies. He opposed further 
advance of the Jacobean party, in- 
tending eventually to use his army 
for the restoration of a limited 
monarchy. On Aug. 19, 1792, the 
Assembly declared him a traitor. 
He fied to Liege, where as a prime 
mover of the revolution he was 
imprisoned for five years, first in 
Prussia and afterwards in Austrian 
prisons. Napoleon stipulated his re- 
lease in the treaty of Campo Formio 
(1797). He returned to France in 
1799; in 1802 he voted against the 
life consulate of Napoleon; and in 
1804 he voted against the imperial 
title. He lived in retirement during 
the first empire, but returned to 
public life during the first restora- 
tion, being especially active during 
the Hundred Days. From 1818 to 
1824 he was deputy for the Sarthe, 
speaking and voting always on the 
liberal side. He revisited America 
from July, 1824, to September, 1825, 
where he was overwhelmed with 
popular applause and voted the sum 
of $200,000 and a grant of land. 
From 1825 to his death he sat in the 
Chamber of Deputies. During the 
revolution of 1830 he again took 
command of the National Guard. 
He made his last speech — on behalf 
of Polish refugees — in 1834. He 
died at Paris on May 20, 1834. 

This short recitation of La- 
fayette’s life closely parallels issu- 
ance of medals in his honor, starting 
in France in 1790. This series is 
noteworthy in that perhaps 70% of 
the medals known were issued dur- 
ing Lafayette’s lifetime. Since most 
of the medals commemorating La- 
fayette bear definite dates, they 
have been arranged in chronological 


order where possible, paralleling 
most of the French authors on this 
subject. A good representation of 
Lafayette medals is available in the 
French numismatic literature start- 
ing in 1806, and are generally in- 
cluded with the series of medals on 
the French revolution. The latest 
French volume, and the most com- 
plete, is the volume by Dr. P. Olivier 
published in 1933 and listing some 
143 pieces. However, all French 
literature is incomplete in regard to 
the many medals issued in the 
United States commemorating La- 
fayette. The only noteworthy con- 
tribution to this phase of medallic 
history in American numismatic 
literature is the article by William 
S. Appleton, published in 1871, even- 
tually listing some 39 medals. The 
present listing comprises all pieces 
that have been traced to date, con- 
sisting of over 200 medals. Un- 
doubtedly there are many omissions. 

Although these medals have been 
woefully neglected by American 
numismatists, they do not lack in 
beauty, history or artistry of exe- 
cution. Some of the famous medal- 
ists who engraved these medals 
were Montagny, Susse, Dumarest, 
Duvivier, Lienard, Halliday, Wright, 
Bale, Caunois, Brasseux, Pingret, 
LeClerc, Oleszczinski, Rogat, D. C. 
French, Lavrillier, Delannoy, David, 
and numerous others. 

The beauty of many of them can 
only be appreciated by seeing the 
actual pieces, however, the illustra- 
tions show some of the more out- 
standing pieces. Particular note 
should be made of the Polish medal 
(LA. 1834.2), the Paris Guard pieces 
(LA. 1790.1 and LA. 1790. 9), the 
Brandywine piece (LA.1825.1) and 
others too numerous to mention. 

Some of the series are quite un- 
usual, such as the National Guard 
pieces by Pingret consisting of at 
least 25 different varieties (LA.- 
1830.17 through LA.1830.41). The 
series of small medals issued dur- 
ing 1830 comprises an unusual set 
being about the size of a U. S. half 
dime, some of the smallest com- 
memorative medals known (LA.- 
1830.49 through LA.1830.60) with 
scattered others of similar size. 
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Many of the medals are extremely 
rare, outstanding among them being 
the Brasseux piece of 1830 (LA.- 
1830.5), and the Wright medal (LA.- 
1824.8) of which only a few are 
known. The Polish medal (LA.- 
1834.2) in bronze was noted as 
unique in the McCoy sale of 1864 
and the Mickley sale of 1867, but 
the authors have seen at least four 
different pieces. The Polish medal 
in silver is apparently unique and 
dates from the W.W.C. Wilson sale 
(1916). 

From the point of view of valua- 
tion, the Lafayette medals are far 
under priced when compared to simi- 
lar pieces such as Washington and 
Franklin medals. However, several 
pieces have high auction records. 
The Polish medal in bronze sold for 
upwards of $20.00 in the 1860s, while 
the silver one holds a record of 
$52.00. The most highly touted piece 
is one that was struck on U. S. half 
dollars (a “so-called” commemora- 
tive half dollar), which recently sold 
for $625.00 (LA.1824.12). 

The larger collections of Lafayette 
medals known to the authors are 
those in the American Numismatic 
Society (the location of which is 
given by the abbreviation ANS) 
of 44 pieces, the Cabinet M^ailles 
(C.M.) of 27 pieces, the Appleton 
collection in the Massachusetts His- 
torical Society of over 40 pieces, the 
Brand collection of 15 pieces and 
the authors’ cabinet of over 150 
pieces. Undoubtedly other fine col- 
lections exist in both this country 
and France, but their whereabouts 
are not known. Olivier noted the 
placement of many of the pieces, in 
both private collections and mu- 
seums, and these notes are repeated 
where fitting in the listing. 

No differentiation was made in 
the list between medals and tokens, 
since there were so few of the latter. 
The Masonic mark chapter pennies 
are the major tokens and are listed 
in the undated series (LA.M). As 
previously stated, this series best 
lent itself to a chronological listing, 
and this has been followed where 


possible. This is a more natural list- 
ing than an alphabetical list by 
issuer or organization. Where the 
date is reasonably certain within a 
year or two, a guess as to the date 
of issue was made, however in the 
case where this was not possible 
they were placed in the undated 
series (LA.M.). Pieces for any year 
are arranged in decreasing order 
of size using the American system 
of sixteenths. Since this reasonably 
closely follows both Olivier’s and 
Appleton’s listings, a cross index 
was not felt necessary. 

The inclusion and exclusion of 
several pieces may be controversial. 
All pieces either mentioning La- 
fayette by name or showing his por- 
trait are included. Two so-called 
decorations, listed by Olivier as No. 
1 and No. 2 in his list were excluded 
since they do not directly mention 
Lafayette, although one was pre- 
sented to him. The inclusion of one 
piece, a Civil War token (LA.1863.1), 
is somewhat controversial. It car- 
ries on the headband of the Indian 
FORT LAFAYE and because of this 
its inclusion was justified. 

Several of the pieces listed belong 
in overlapping series, bearing either 
portraits of Washington, Franklin 
or both. References to other listings 
of the latter pieces are made where 
possible. 

The undated medals are arranged 
under the heading LA.M. starting 
with No. 1 in order of decreasing 
size. The pieces that are clearly 
uniface medallions are likewise ar- 
ranged in order of decreasing size 
starting with the No. 1 under the 
heading LA.ME. 

The pieces are listed with all 
available references using the 
abbreviations shown in the bibli- 
ography. The auction sale listings 
were not meant to be complete, but 
only a sampling, as some of the 
more common pieces occur in doz- 
ens of sales. Where the words 
“d beliere'* are added to the metal 
list, this merely means that the 
medal normally has a loop or ring 
attached to it.

New Paper Money 
Has Motto 

The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing of the Treasury Department 
began printing a new series of one 
dollar notes, bearing the inscription 
“In God We Trust” on July 25. The 
notes will be placed in circulation be- 
ginning October 1. 

An act of Congress approved by the 
President on July 11, 1955, provided 
that the inscription, long shown on 
coins, should become a part of the 
design of United States paper cur- 
rency. It was agreed that the changes 
should be made in connection with the 
installation in the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing of new high-speed 
rotary intaglio presses, using the dry- 
print method and producing 32 notes 
to the sheet. Older presses have been 
limited to wet-process printing, in 
sheets of only 18 notes each. Two of 
the new high-speed presses have now 
been installed and are in operation. 
Six more are to be added. 

The inscription “In God We Trust” 
on the new one dollar notes appears 
just above the large word ONE on the 
reverse of the notes, which are silver 
certificates. It has not yet been de- 
termined when other denominations 
bearing the inscription will be pro- 
duced. 

The signature of Robert B. Ander- 
son, who became Secretary of the 
Treasury on July 29, upon the resig- 
nation of Secretary George Humphrey, 
appears on the new notes. Treasury 
officials explained that placing of the 
notes in circulation would have to be 
delayed until October to permit the 
production of an adequate supply for 
all sections of the country. Secretary 
Humphrey and Secretary-designate 
Anderson visited the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing, together, and 
watched the first sheets of the new 
currency come off the new presses. 


Can You Identify 
This Medal? 

Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

This medal, which consists of the 
reverse of the famous Libertas Amer- 
icana medal, might have been pre- 
sented to General Lafayette. The 
medal is struck as a uniface in tin or 
white metal and encased in an ornate 


frame of the same material giving an 
over-all size of 31. 

On the smooth back of the medal, 
a slip of paper is attached with a hand 




written inscription that appears near 
contemporary {circa 1781). The in- 
scription apparently reads as follows, 
with (?) after the partially illegible 
words: “Lafayette ou la France / som 
(?) la (?) traite la Minerva / protege 
la jeune American (?) centre le 
Leopard / Anglais, vaincu a Yorktown 
en 1781.” 

Perhaps a reader can decode this 
inscription so that a proper attribu- 
tion can be made. We would be sin- 
cerely indebted for information.

of the new nation. Probably no 
other person ever enjoyed the de- 
gree of popularity in both his na- 
tive country and in the United 
States, both during and after his 
lifetime, than was bestowed upon 
Lafayette. His approbation in 
America is the more exceptional 
when it is considered that he spent 
only four and a half years here, in 
four separate trips from his native 
France. 

Lafayette’s services were largely 
of a military nature, but in this ca- 


His services during the Revolution 
were without compensation, besides 
which it is estimated that he spent 
in excess of $200,000 from his per- 
sonal fortune in assisting the 
colonies. Congress invited him to 
revisit the United States in 1824 and 
showed the country’s gratitude for 
his aid by voting him a sum of 
money, and a township of land lo- 
cated in Louisiana. 

Another, although unofficial, evi- 
dence of Lafayette’s popularity is 
the fact that he was depicted on the

P. K. Anderson: 12 proclamation med- 
als of the Spanish kings struck in the 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries. These pieces have often been 
the cause of much discussion by numis- 
matists especially in regard as to 
whether or not they can be considered 
coins. Initially they were struck pri- 
marily by local governments, cities, 
churches, trade guilds, and even indi- 
viduals to commemorate the accession 
of a king. Classically they had a bust 
of the king on the obverse and either 
arms, badges or mythical figures (Her- 
cules, etc.) on the reverse coupled with 
an inscription praising the new king. 
Some also had denomination marks 
usually in the amount of 2 reals (2R) 
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although they have been found with 
marks for 1, 4 and 8 reals. On this 
basis, plus the fact that it is known 
that they circulated as coins after they 
were distributed. Mr. Anderson classes 
them as coins, not medals. Since they 
were distributed without charge by the 
strikers, there are very few gold speci- 
mens known. In a few cases, even 
bronze ones were issued but in general 
they were struck in silver. They are 
always dated as of the first year of the 
king’s reign when struck in Spain and 
as late as two years afterwards on 
colonial pieces due to the slowness of 
communication.
